KABS, ERZEB OPMl iND GALATZ. 

The news of the fall, ^6f Kara was not 
unoxpeoted. In the campaign jli8|t05en-< 
ed tlie Russians havo shown a rea'ainess 
that Beams to have quite taken the Turks 
by sui^prise and rendered them almost 
powerless to protect a s'l-onffhold that 
GeneAT-'Sir Fenwiok "SN'i li mi'i v. ith a 
mere handful of men hold in 1851 against 
lOO^eOO" beleaguiring Muscovitos. Muk- 
tah Pasha, commandiug tho Turkish 
forces, had at bis disposal 00,000 Boldiors 
of all grades. The Russiiira numbered 
40,000 and advaucing in a somi-oirclo 
aeem to have enveloped a portion of tho 
Turkish lino, whioh was drawn up to re- 
ceive the invaders in a triangxilar form. 
To open the campaign by bagging 15,000 
Turks alive, not to niention a largo num- 
ber of killed and wounded, and compel 
the ontiro Turkish army to fall back and 
abandon Kars, was a coup that was scarce- 
ly anticipated by anyone, and demon- 
strates how thoroughly the Kuasians are 
ftwako to tho importauco of tUo struggle 
b«foro them. The loss of Kars from a 
strategical standpoint is a severe l)low. 
The town itself is a poor, slraggliug vil- 
lage of 12,000 inhabitiiuta. Etzoroum, 
v?hioh lies 100 miles uoarer Cotistantino- 
pla than Kars, is a city of great impor- 
tance. Its population is 00,000. The town 
is built on a fertile plain 0000 feet above 
the sea, aud is the coiitro of a largo traffic. 
It is generally referred to by mililary myu 
as the bulwark of Armenia, aud full into 
the bands of Russia during tho war of 
48a§TTAt'was 'sabsectuentiy restored to 
Turkey^ In"1859 it was destroyed by an 
earthquake, some 1500 persons perishing 
amid tho ruius. Erzoroum can only be 
reached by the Russians after they have 
crossed the mountain system of Asia Min- 
or,which abounds in passes. These passes, 
il properly defended, should be imprtg- 
nable; but we havo no, faith in the Turks 
doing anything right. They fight obsti- 
nately; but they novor fight intelligently. 
■Tite British soldier does bnth. Qalatz 
is a fortified town in Moldavia, on a Uko 
near the confluonco of the Pruth and tho 
Danube. The harbor is a good one and 
the port is free. Tho Russians, we road 
yesterday, had erected heavy batteries on 
the heights overlooking Gahitz. Tho 
Turkish monitors, which are commanded 
by an Englishman and largely manned 
by British sailors, bombarded those bat- 
teries, dismounted several guns and forc- 
ed tho Russians to abandon tho position. 

^ .' • The Harbors of British Columbia. 

(From Mr. rieiuluK'iJ ProgrenH Boport.) 

In the search after reliable informa- 
tion upon the features of the coast line 
of British, dolumbia, it was considered 
that the officers 'of Her Majesty's navy 
■whobave served on theNorthPacific sta- 
tion must have had repeated occasion to 
examine that coast, and more than any 
other class must poaaess that informa- 
tion without which no harbot should 
1>e eeleoted as the water terminus of the 
line. 

[Application to the Admiralty for informa- 
— ' Hon ] 

Accordingly, application was made, 
though the Colonial Office, to tho Ad. 
miralty for whatever special iuforma- 
, tion might be possessed lespt^cting the 
Beven harbors with which the railway 
lines have been connected, and, fur- 
ther, for all the known facts, of a gen- 
eral character, concerning other har- 
bors and waters on the British Colum- 
bia coast. 

In order to obtain tho information 
in as concise a form as possible, I jjre- 
pared a series of queries for submission 
to the principal naval officers who had 
had opportunities of examining the 
jbarbors, anchorages, channels, and 
"currents of the coast. 

These queries were accompanied by 
a preamble, which set forth the objects 
of tho inquiry, viz: — 

That it had buon deterniiued to es- 
tablish a railway through Canada to the 
Pacific Coast; ' 

That extensive explorations had, 
during the past six years, been made; 

That several routes, more or less 
practicable, bad been discovered; 

That it was con:iiderod of tho lirHt 
importance to select .such a route and 
western terminus ns would best com 
niand traffic, io order that tho railway 
might eventually become self-sustain- 
ing, or be as little burdensome as possi- 
ble; 

That as no local business at all oom 
saenaurate with the cost of the undcr- 
talciagf^dpuld, for many years, be look 
ed for, it'S^as the more important to 
give every consideration to "througl 
trade," and to nolcct such a routo and 
terminus for the railway as wouhl best 
attract ocean traffic, aud would admit 
of successful competition with foroigu 
lines.

The weight of naval evidence does not 
favor Port Essington, or indeed any 
northern harbor.

[Opinions of Vice-Admirftl ,Gpchrane.J 
In reply to queries 26,' 27' and 28, 
Admiral Cochrane apprehends that the 
navigation of all tho inlets, except 
Burrard Inlet.would bo much interfer- 
ed with in the winter time by ice aud 
snow storms, and in the summer time 
by fogs. He considers that the term- 
inus should not be situated at tho head, 
or in any part of the inlets; thas limit- 
ing the selection to Burrard Inlet, 
Skeona River or Metla Catlah, and 
some put'pf MilfoEd -Haven. - He gives 
the pref ereiice' to Burrard Inlet, but 
thinks that when Queen Charlotte Is- 
auds are settled, tho terminus may^ bo 
transferred further north, 

He states that he found tho temper 
ature of sea on the northern coast to 
bovthe same as on the sqatbern coast 
of iBrilisli Oolumbidt'that the climate 
of the Queen Charlotte Islands, tem- 
pered by ocean currents, ia mild, and 
that its resources of agriculture, minin 
and fisheries are valuable. 

[ Opinions of Hear Ad7niral Richards. ] 
Admiral Richards states: The far- 
ther north, the greater are the objeo 
tions on account of climate, boisterous 
weather, fogs, etc. Prom a nautical 
point of view, he thinks English Bay, 
outside of Runeaidilnlet, is the prefer- 
able point; hextln ordor.Howe Sound 
then Bute Inlet: that all the uihoru 
have great disadvantages. He does 
not favor the approacli to tho cons 
between Vancouver and Queen Char 
lotte Islands. He considers the ou- 
trance by Jnan' .de ^P.uon Btraiti^he 
best. The hortherh approach with Port 
Essington as a terminus comes next 
[Opinions of Vice-Admiral Farqu/nir. \ 
Admiral Farquhar thinks that there 
are no decided objections of a climatic 
nature to Burrard Inlet, Howe Sound, 
Btite Inlet,but undoubtedly the climate 
becomes inore severe further north 
He favors Burrard Inlets bo account of 
its being the southernmost harbor, and 
having a deep, clear entrance and fair 
anchorage; as well as being immediate 
ly opposite the coal depot at Nauai- 

He. thinks Howe Sound has not equal 
advantages, and that Bute Inlet is inoro 
difficult of access than either. This of- 
ficer states that he has not sufficient 
knowledge of the inlets, north of liutc 
Inlet, to express auy decided opinion, 
r Opinions of Staff Commander Fender. ] 

Commander Pender states, with re- 
gard to the general character of the 
inlets: — The shores rise abruptly to a 
considerable height, nnd the water is, 
as a rule, too deep for an anchor to bo 
dropped. In some winters there is 
much iluating iee^ but he is not' aware 
of any obstructions to navigation on 
that account. Danger to largo ships 
is more to be apprehended from fogs, 
gales of wind, with thick weather, 
strong tides and intricate navigation. 
In dry summers.smoko from bush fires 
increases the risks of navigating the 
ihrie'r 'channels to a dangerous extent. 

This officer states that Dean Inlet, 
Gardner Inlet, and Skeena River en- 
trances are not surveyed, aud he can- 
not speak of them from personal kuow- 
k'ge. Ho considers Burrard Inlet, 
with the anchorages at English Ba; 
and other points, of the greatest value : 
tliat Howe Sound affords no anchor- 
ago at its head: that "Waddington 
Harbour is but an indiffej'ent anchor- 
age, and that Bentick Arm is even 
more objectionable as an anchorage for 
large ships. 

Ho states that the waters north of 
Queen Charlotte Islands are unsurvey- 
od, nnd, as far as his knowledge 
extends, ho would givo thfl proforonoo 
to Burrard Inlet. Its approach from 
the ocean isso well defined, charted, 
iiiid lighted, ns to be avnilablo for 
])reHent, uso by all class of ships. Ho 
further states, however, that tho ri.sk.s 
attending navigation, with largo sLoain- 
ships, against time, amongst the islands 
lying between Juan de Fuoa Strait 
aud the Strait of Georgiift, ore. ly^ry 
great. , ' . • j 

lOptnions of, Lieut. W. Gollins,] 

Lieut. AV. Collins, in reply;.. td-' the 
query, "are there any objections of a 

climatic nature to any of tho .seven in- 
lets specially alluded toV" slutcs that 
tho climate is all that can bo desired. 
Ho admits that his knowledge ia very 
limited, and expresses no opinion rc- 
.speoting the merits or demerits of tho 
several points. 

[Proxlinili/ of Southern Channel to foreign 
/erritori/, J 

In roply to tho query respecting tho 
navigable ontianco, from tho ocean to 
harbours inside of tho southern half of 
Vancouver Island, embracing Burrard 
Inlet, Howe Sound and Waddington 
Harbour, nnd its proiipjity to foreign 
territory, two of the naval authorities 
give tho minimum distance as o milfii, 
ouo of thun 'ih miles, and one of tlioin 
2 miles, at which vessels would have 
to pass from the coast of the United 
States. 

Admiral Farqufiar submits that the 
distance is not accurately known but 
heavy guns on the. bluff on the north 



end of San Juan Island would command 
the ijassnge. 

Admiral Richards states that ships 
need not pass as far off within 3 miles 
of San Juan, but they must pass within 
2 miles of Stuart and Patos Islands, 
unless they take the inner channtil, 
which is dangerous. 

All tho naval authorities admit that 
vessels on their co'urse to Burrard In- 
let, Howe Sound, or Bute Inlet.would 
bo exposed to the guns of the United 
States in tho event of hostilities, and 
that tho navigation of the channel 
would greatly depend upon the force 
of the United States in the locality. 
[Approach hx/ Set/mow' Narrows,] 
With regard to the possibility of 
large sea-going vessels passing round 
the north eide-pf . YancouTer-and reach- 
ing Burrard Inlet, Howe Sound or 
Waddington Harbor, via Johnson's 
Strait and Seymour Narrows, all the 
naval authorities, with one exception, 
oxincsa an unfavorable oijjnion. 

Admiral Cochrane replies in the ne- 
gative, Gapt./G-raham in the. affirma- 
tive. "A'dtiiiral' Richards; Admiral Far- 
quhar aud Commander Pender appear 
to think tliafc "it would not bo impos- 
sible, but would be attended with an ag- 
gravated amount of risks and delays." 
[Beduction% from Naval lestimoni/,] 
From the naval testimony furnished, 
taken in conjunction with the admir- 
alty charts, the following deduction 
may bo drawn: — 

1st. That a terminus near the outlet 
of the Ivivor Skoona would prove tho 
noarost to the Asiatic coast, but that 
no decided opinion~canube: offered^ re- 
specting tbe noutical advantages of a 
terminus in that quarter, as tho waters 
have not been properly surveyed, 

liiul. That ns far as known, Burrard 
Inlot, au arm of the Strait of Georgia, 
is tho best harbor and the easiest of 
approach from the ocean. 

3rd. That the Strait of Georgia is 
separated from the ocean by two arch- 
ipelagos, one to the north, the other to 
tho south of Vancouver Island. 

4th. That the approach by the north 
of Vancouver Island to the Strait of 
Georgia is hazardous and objection- 
able. 

nth. That the approach by tUo aoutb 
ofVancouverlsland ia through passages 
more or less intricate, between, or at 
no great distance from, islands known 
as the Sau Juan group, 

Gth. Thct the most important islands 
of the .San Juan group are in the terri- 
tory of a foreign power, and that from 
their position, thoy hold tho power of 
assuming a threatening attitude to- 
wards -passing. commerce. 

i: Harbours of Vancouver Island. ) 
Accordingly, it is hold important, if 
practicable, that the railway should 
terminate at a harbour, to gain which, 
thfiSG ishuuLs nee'd, in no way.'be" ap- 
proached. ■ ■ ■ ' ' ' 

On the out^r coast of Vancouver 
Island there is no lack of harbourage, 
the whole southern and western shore 
from Esquimault round to Quatsino, 
210 miles, being indented with har- 
bours. 

An unbrokc-u line of railway, from 
the railways of the eastern Provinces 
of the Dominion, to one of these har- 
bours on tho outer coast of Vancouver 
Island, would bo oxceediugly desirable 
All the difficulties of navigation to be 
encountered in reaching tho mainland 
from the ocean would then bo avoided. 
{Bridging to Vancouver Island.^ 
The surveys havo, however, cloarly 
shown that the bridging from the main 
shore to Vancouver Island would bo 
unprccononted in nngnitude, and that 
it.4 cost wofild bo indeed enormous. 

When, in future years, British Col- 
umbia is thickly populated, and tho 
coaland irbhluines of the islands on 
tho coast form many centres of vast 
industiios, an outlay of capital, now 
beyond tho powers of finance, may bo 
quito practicable. The exigencies of 
tho future may render a continuous 
line of railway to the . outeryShore, of 
Vancouver Island indespensable at 
whatever cost;but the difficulties which 
now demand con8iderntion,undoubted- 
ly seem too formidable to be overcome 
ut tho present time. 

{Ferry by Bute Inlet.) 
Tho connection may now bo made 
by Htoam forry, possibly accompanied 
by some inconvenience and subject to 
occasional delays.' The course of the 
lurty Irjatu would hn alonCT Bute Inlet 
to tho south side of Stuart Island', 
thence through between tho Valdea 
Islands to Elk -Bay .oo'^Vanoou ver Is- 
land. The whole of this 'course is land- 
locked and smooth water. Tho dis- 
tance iw CI miles. The chief difficulty 
is said to boa strong current for about 
two hours a day at one point. With 
this exception, if the railway, for the 
present, terminated at Waddington 
Harbour, the water to Elk Bay, could 
bo as easily navigated as an ordinary 
canal. 

{Ferry at Nodules Channel.) 
By extending the railway along tho 
western side of Buto Inlet and thence 
across to Frederick Arm— a feasible 
scheme, but one exacting a heavy ex- 
penditure — "Nodales Obannel," a 
completely sheltered and an easily 
navigated sheet of water, is reached. 
This channel is reported to be free from 
strong curients, nhoals, or other diffi- 
culticH, and could be used by a railway 
feny at nil soasous of the year. The 
length of tho ferry navigat^pni-betweon 
Frederick Arm, pu themairi'shore and 
Ottor Cove on Vancouver, is about 15 
miloB. Tho length of Railway lino from 
Waddington Harbour to Frederick 
Ann isaliuutaJ miles. Tho accompany 
ing map ahows the relative position of 
Nodales CJianpel, y^ijppuvor Island 
and Bute lulet. • i' . • 

{Local Lines in Vancouver) 
From Elk Bay or Otter Cove, a rail- 
way could be carried to Jlgls^uimalt or 



to a much nearer point, StampHarbour 
on tho Alborui canal, possibly to 
Nootka or x^erhaps with still greater 
ease to Quatsino Sound. Compared 
with Esquimalt, the latter has the 
advantage of being fully 200 miles 
nearer the Asiatic Coast. At Quatsino, 
coal beds are reported to crop out at 
the water's edge. 

Tho estimated distance between 
Waddington Harbour and various ter- 
minal points on Vancouver Island, are 
as follows : —

[Northern Routes.] 
Tho attempts made to roach tho Pnoiflc 
tido water at points to the north of Van- 
couver Island havo been suocosaful, but 
naval authorities pronouuco unfavorably 
on all the harhors oxcopt tho most nor- 
therly, near tho mouth of the akeona 
River. "With respect to this point, their 
opinions are ospresse'd guardedly, for the 
reason that no jiroper nautical surveys 
have yet been made there. The same may 
ho Bftid regarding the land surveys, as our 
oxploratioua to this most northerly 
poiut are tho least perfect. 

i Selection of Route,] 
ering^tbe^'.wholet qnestionj b£ 
route, in coaneotion with that of water 
terminus, tho enquiry may ho narrowed 
down by rojuotiog all tho projected Hues 
and harbors, except tho most promising 
and important. 

All the routes across the Mountain Eo- 
giou have bean arranged in three dintiaot 
groups. Southern, Central and Northern.' 

There appears to be little doubt that 
the most eligible of each are tho follow' 
ing;— 

lloiitc No. 2, of th« Southern group. 
Eoute No. G, of tho Central group. 
Eoute No. 11, of the Nortliern group. 
Tho first mentioned route, No, .2, is the 
one whiq^> ^follows the course of the 
Eivers Thompson and Fraser to Burrard 
Inlet. 

Eoute No. G loaves No. 2 iit Tote .Tauno 
Cache, and passing to tho north of the 
'-■«rihoo Mountain-', by the upper Eiver 
Fraser, to .run aoo,.,j„. UnMv reaches 
Bute lulet, by tho River Hainafnoo. 

No. 11 is tho route projected to leave 
No. G not far from Fort George, thonco 
continuing in a westerly direction, and 
foUovving the River Skeena to Port Ess- 
ington, or the best harbor in that quar 
tor. 

I Eoulc via Bute Inlet. \ 
If it bo oonaiderod of paramount impor 
tanoe to carry an unbroken line of railway 
to one or more of tho harbors on tho wost- 
orn coast 'VnnooaYer Island, and there is 
a likelihood that this brojeot will regard- 
less of cost, hereafter DO serioasly enter- 
tained, then Routo No. 6 becomes of the 
first imporlanco, and really the only* one 
open for seloctiou. 

[Route to Burrard Inlet. ] 
If, on tho other hand, the object bo to 
reach navigable waters of tho Pacific 
simply by tho most eligible line loading 
to u good terminal harbor, it is clear that 
of the three routes specified No. 6 must 
yield to No. 2, as Waddington Harbor is 
open to all tho objootions which may be 
urged against Burrard Inlet with regard 
to the passage from the open ocean, "Wad- 
diugton Harbor has serious disadvantages 
not possessed by Burrard inlet, and has 
no advantages to compensate for these 
deficiencies. ^ la, this view^ there remain 
only RontjSB Nbs^ 2 and Ihinf be >oompkt- 

Od. : " . .- ' ].-','■ [, ^ ^ . ; ir ' 

Route No. '2, altbongh exponaive to 
construct, would undoubtedly, when com- 
pleted, possesj engineering foutiiros com- 
jmrativoly favorable for tho purpose of 
cheap tiansportation. It would tormi- 
nato at a harbor which ia hold to bo good 
and sufficient, and it would possead the 
advantages which havo been olsawhere 
sot forth, 

[Proximity to Frontier.] 

An objection urged against a torminua 
at Burrard lulet is that aooess might be 
difiioult from tii ! ooean iu tho event of 
hostililius Witi; tin; Unitfid Stato.s. The 
objection, logct hoi- with tho fact that the 
railway itself li-diii ISiirranl Inlet to Hope, 
would run fur aomo 01) luiloa cloae to the 
frontier, claims auentiun aud points to 
tho risk of tho communication being im- 
peded oa occasions when the railway 
might bo most imperatively demanded. 
[Ferrj to Nanalmo.] 
Thu danger of oommunication bet worn 
tho ocoituandthe terminaa being inter- 
rupted or broken might, to somo extent, 
bo obviated by estid)li8hing a, railway 
across Vancouver Ishmd aud by koopting 
open tho water communication across tho 
.Str.aits nf Georg-ia. 

Nanaimo is situatod almost directly 
across tho Strait of Goorgiafrom Burrard 
Inlot, aud the length of ii4vl£^atioh bo- 
tweeu them is about 50 miles. Prom Na- 
naimo a railway may bo carried either to 
Esquimalt, 68 miles, or to Stamp Hiiibor, 
on tho Alborni Canal, ■'j2 milo;i, both har- 
bors being outsiilo tho Huu Juau Islands. 

By thisurruugumout, routo No. 2 would 
nssuino ft iju.sition aimilar to routo No. 6 
with a furry from tho mainland to Elk 
Bay and railway connection to the outer 
ooast of Vancouver; the only important 
diHarenca being the character of the navi 
gation. In tho case of routo No. G, tho 
water would invariably bo smooth, while 
in tho cuio of No. 2, liio opaii waters of 
tho Strait of Goorgia, about 23 miles in 
breadtljil^yjo lengthy much greater, would 
have to be crossed.' ' 

{Extreme Northern Itoulu.) 
Tho route {No. 11} by tho Eiver Skeena 
is not open to the same objections as the 
routes which reaob the Puoilio within the 
limits of the Strait of Georgia. Neither 
tho line nor its turuiinufi is contiguous to 
foroigh territory. It lies almost OUO milun 
nearer tho quarter whence through t.allic 
may bo looked for. Tho terminus would 
bo abreast of Queen]Oharlotto Islands, thn 
climate, Bojl aud reaouroea of which are, 
probably, ~;iiot ioferior to thoso of Van- 
oouyer Island (opposite tho termini of 
lines Nos. 2 and G.) Thoy ofl'or a promis- 
ing flokl for industry, and open a pros- 
].ect for that traflic which a railway, to bo 
self-supporting, must control. But this 
more northern point is not known favor- 
ahly to the naval authorities. Thoso who 
•xpreaa, themaelyes with regard to it do 
not offer serlotis objootioiiB to its aelection; 
they rather suggest that a oompleta nau- 



tical survey is demanded before any do- 
cided opinion can be given. Such an ex- 
amination, together with tho necessary 
surveys on laud, may devtlop diffloultios 
of a nature to render the project of this 
route untenable; or, on tho other hand 
they may establish beyond doubt that the 
northern r^ute is the one which, in Im- 
perial as well aa Dominion interests, ought 
to bo adopted. 

{Terminus at FredcricJc Arm.) 
One other point demands consideration: 
How far would routo No. 0, extended to 
Frederick Arm, meet tho objections to a 
terminus within tho tStrait of Georgia? 
An exemination of the oBart shows Fred- 
erick Arm to be approaohablo from the 
north side of Vancouver Island, by Quoon 
Charlotte Sound and Johnstone Strait. It 
is thus somewhat favorably situatod for 
the Asiatic trade, ocean-going steamers 
being able to reach it by open ohannels in 
loss time than any port within the Strait 
of Georgia, . . 

It will bo necessary to ^ascertain hpw 
far Frederick Arm is 8hital)Ie for d'teriiiin- 
al harbor; my present duty is to fluggest 
ita possibiiitios, and, if it bo found eligi- 
ble, to point out tho advantage which may 
bo looked for. 

It is apparent that route No. G, extend- 
ed to Frederick Arm, would touch tho 
navigable waters of the. Paoifio'.at two 
points. Waddington Harbor, on the ono 
hand, would accommodate the trafllo cou- 
tering around tho Strait of Geoi gia, or 
finding entry by the Strait of Juan du 
Fuca; whilst, on tho other, Frederick Arm 
would command tho Asiatic traJe, and uc- 
commodato tho traflic of tho northern half 
of Vancouver and of the Queon Charlotte 
Islands, when, in course of time, thoy be- 
come settled aud their resources develop- 
ed. •

Coun. Williams thought that this was 
going too far. The olsrgy wanted too 
much i)ower. Suppose you pass a by-law 
that no money shall be collected on Sun- 
day, either iu saloon, barbur shops, livery 
stable, church, or any other place, ho 
would vote lor it. The object of the clergy 
seemed to bo to make everyone go to 
church. Ho did not agree with this. If 
a man wants to go to church ho will go; 
but no man should bo forced. 

Coun. Trounce said he bad been solicit- 
ed by fathers and guardians to got this law 
pas-sed. At present there are a large num- 
ber of young lads who go out to Beacon 
Hill on Sunday, play baseball and piiyfor 
drinks. Thou, agsiu, youug children 
coming from Sunday School will go and 
buy sweets or fruit. He felt sure every 
one objosted to this kind of thing. Tho 
by-law proposed would not force anyone 
to gd to.ohurtjbv- .5i,%- 3 w>if it 

Conn. Finlayson said that in the other 
part of the Dominion Sunday was observ- 
ed, and he thought that hero wo might aa 
well pass a law closing all places except 
hotels and restaurants. 

Coun. Jeffreo was in favor of a by-law 
for this purpose, but at the samo time ho 
thought that we jnuBt deal jr^ry carpfully 
with it or tHe bjjr law 'would be * a mere 
dead-letter. Ho thought that saloons, <feo., 
should bo restricted to certain houra, but 
was opposed to working on the roads, 4c,, 
on Sunday. 

Coun. Marvin was willing to pass a by- 
law, but was opposed to depriving a little 
cliild of its candy or fruit. Ho thought 
that Canada allowed this. -As for liquor 
saloons he thought they might bo closed 
for certain hours; but if we closed the 
front door wo must remember that there 
is such a thing as a back door, and a man 
getting in there would be afraid of com- 
ing out and would therefore sit there and 
play cards all the afternoon. Ho did not 
believe in those stringent laws. Consi- 
dering the class of people here he thought 
it was a moat orderly community, and re- 
quired no such stringent law as proposed. 

Coun. Redfern said they had better lot 
well alone. This was a very orderly com- 
munity and he was opposed to pas&iiig 
such a by-law. It was not wanted. It 
was trenching too much on tho liberties of 
the people. He was willing to pass a by- 
law closing all places during the hours of 
service; but that is all that is wanted. If 
the Council is going to pass a by-law it 
would be advisable to take the vote of the 
ratepayers on the subject. It would be 
hard if miners arriving lata on Saturday 
almobt in rags were not allowed to got

Your contemporary has told Uo Aolor- 
ous sinrj' abvjia tlio "dismissal" of Mr. 
Todd, as it suits its purpose to express it; 
and it has takon occasion to threaten re- 
prisals when the Walkomites shall have 
returned to power! 

Permit me to tell "the. otfaer^" and in 
doing so L shall 'donfiii^ mysiilf to /facts— 
indisputable facts. ■ . • 

When, during tho aossion of 1872, tho 
McCreigbt Government created tho new 
office of Superintendent of Police the act 
was severely criticised by the House, and 
the distinct ai-suranco was then given that 
it would only be filled in the event of the 
services of an experienced detective officer 
of superior ahllilies being secured; and 
then it was understood to do away with 
tho other ofhce held by Mr. Bowden. 

Upon receiving that assurance, the 
House votod tho item in the Estimates 
providing for tho new oflice. The Mo- 
Creight Government, however, instead of 
appointing an experienced detective se- 
lected Mr. J. H. Sullivan of Cariboo who 
had had uo experience as a detective. Mr. 
Sullivan hold the offico till 1874, when bo 
was sent to Cassiar by Mr. Walkom'a Gov- 
ernment as Stipendiary Magistrate. Mr. 
Woollacott, who v.as hcad-gaolor, and an 
old public seivant, was temporarily ap- 
pointed Suijerinteudent of Police until 
1875, when the Legislature was dissolved, 
and Mr. Todd, who was a member of that 
House, and who had always given Mr. 
Walkem a slavish support, and who had 
had no experience as u policeman, was ap- 
pointed to the vacant post in flagrant vio- 
lation of tho above mentioned Ministerial 
assertion. 

It is scarcely necessary that I should 
point ou( the absurd anomaly of having, 
in addition to the Superintendent of the 
Victoria Police, a Provincial Superinten- 
dent with a big salary, no oxperienco or 
qualiticat ions to recommend him and no 
Police to .saporintond! Yet it is for abol- 
ishing this oxpensive absnrdity, not, a» 
is asserted, for dismissing Mr. Todd, that 
Mr. Elliott has beon so coarsely asiailed 
by your contemporary. 

Iu what ^e has done, Mr. Elliott has 
simply acted in accordance with tho well 
uiiderdlood wishes of the people, as cou- 
Htitutiouully expressed through their re- 
pic-cntatives in Parliament, and for doing 
whieh I feel well assnred ho will have the 
thanks of every thinking aud unbiassed 
taxpayer, tho illnatured bluster of Mr.
